Judy  Smith,  a  leading  crisis  management 
advisor  to  high-profile  companies  and 
individuals  and  the  inspiration  for  the 
hit  TV  series  Scandal,  will  deliver  Lasell's 
Commencement  address  on  Sunday, 
May  17  at  Taylor  Field. 

A  prominent  crisis  communications 
strategist,  Smith,  founder  and  president 
of  her  own  firm,  Smith  &  Company,  has 
served  as  a  consultant  for  a  roster  of 
celebrity  clients  including  Monica 
Lewinsky,  NFL  quarterback  Michael  Vick 
and  NBA  star  Kobe  Bryant.  She  also  has 
provided  strategic  advice  on  corporate 
communications  issues,  working  with 
such  Fortune  500  companies  as 
BellSouth,  Union  Pacific,  Nextel 
and  United  Healthcare. 

In  recent  years.  Smith  has  become 
widely  known  as  the  inspiration  for  ABC's 
Scandal,  which  revolves  around  the  life 
and  work  of  a  professional  fixer.  She  is 
co-executive  producer  of  the  TV  project.  ' 

"We  are  excited  that  Judy  Smith  will  be 
the  featured  speaker  at  Commencement 
this  year,"  President  Michael  B.  Alexander 
tells  Leaves.  "Her  breadth  of  business  and 
legal  experience  will  be  an  inspiration  to 
our  students  and  families." 


Smith  began  her  professional  life 
as  a  writer  and  public  affairs  specialist 
in  Washington,  DC,  then  launched  a 
legal  career  that  has  included  service  as 
an  Assistant  United  States  Attorney  and 
special  counsel  to  the  US  Attorney  of 
the  District  of  Columbia.  She  later  joined 
the  White  House  as  special  assistant 
and  deputy  press  secretary  to  President 
George  H.  W.  Bush. 

Prior  to  founding  Smith  &  Company,  she 
was  a  partner  at  several  Washington-based 
public  relations  firms  and  senior  vice- 
president  of  Corporate  Communications 
at  NBC,  where  she  was  responsible  for  the 
network's  strategic  global  communications 
strategy  and  helped  launch  MSNBC. 

Internationally,  Smith  has  provided 
counsel  to  heads  of  state  and  major 
corporate  executives  in  the  Philippines, 
Haiti,  Jamaica,  Zimbabwe  and  Saudi  Arabia. 

Smith  authored  the  crisis  management 
book  Good  Self,  Bad  Self  and  has 
received  numerous  communications 
and  leadership  awards.  She  holds  a  BS  in 
Public  Relations  from  Boston  University 
and  a  JD  from  American  University's 
Washington  College  of  Law. 


Graduate  Program  Grows  with  Criminal  Justice  Degree 


A  comprehensive  master's  degree  in  Criminal  Justice  will  be 
offered  at  Lasell  starting  this  fall,  providing  students  with  a  unique 
opportunity  to  choose  from  concentrations  in  Emergency  and 
Crisis  Management,  Homeland  Security  and  Global  Justice,  Violence 
Prevention  and  Advocacy  as  well  as  a  flexible  Criminal  Justice  option. 

The  new  degree  was  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Higher  Education  last  December  and  will  be  available  online 
beginning  in  September. 

With  several  concentration  options,  the  Lasell  MS  is  distinct  among 
criminal  justice  graduate  programs  in  preparing  students  for  new 
careers  in  the  field  "because  the  degree  will  target  the  public  and 
private  spheres  as  well  as  for-profit  and  nonprofit  corporations 
and  institutions,"  Linda  Bucci,  chair  of  Lasell's  Justice  Studies 
Department,  tells  Leaves.  The  new  degree  program  adheres  to 
standards  developed  by  the  Academy  of  Criminal  Justice  Sciences 
(ACJS)  and  the  Quinn  Bill  in  Massachusetts,  which  outlines 
competencies  for  programs  targeted  toward  police  officers. 
•  In  the  Emergency  and  Crisis  Management  concentration, 

individuals  will  learn  to  prepare  and  respond  to  major 

disasters,  whether  natural  or  man-made,  both  at  the  local 

and  national  levels.

•  The  Homeland  Security  and  Global  Justice  concentration 
will  enable  students  to  handle  threats  to  public  security  while 
providing  a  foundation  in  terrorism  studies,  law  and  policy 
and  security 

•  The  Violence  Prevention  and  Advocacy  concentration  offers 
professionals  in  healthcare,  public  health,  public  policy,  education, 
colleges.  Title  IX  administration,  nonprofit  and  human  service 
fields  the  ability  to  specialize  with  either  a  certificate  or  full 
master's  degree. 

•  The  general  Criminal  Justice  degree  option  allows  students 
to  custom-design  their  graduate  program  while  meeting 
a  requirement  of  seven  core  Criminal  Justice  courses  and 
two  electives. 

Another  unique  feature  of  the  program  is  Lasell's  Connected 
Learning  educational  philosophy,  which  enables  students  to 
combine  classwork  with  real-world  experience.  Students  in  the  new 
Criminal  Justice  program  will  be  required  to  reflect  on  what  they 
have  learned  in  class  through  their  participation  in  internships. 

The  new  master's  program  will  have  six  start-up  times  during  the 
year  and  allows  up  to  six  credits  in  transfer.  Also  available  is  a  five- 
year  program  open  to  Lasell  undergraduate  students  and  external 
undergraduate  applicants  who  meet  requirements.

College  Recognized  for  Community  Engagement,  Commitment  to  Social  Change 


For  some  Lasell  students, 
community  service  engagement 

becomes  a  part  of  their  lives  at 
a  younger  age;  for  others, 
service  is  a  way  to  build 
community  once  they 
arrive  on  campus. 

"I  often  found 
myself  doing  random 
acts  of  kindness 
throughout  the  community 
in  which  I  grew  up,"  says  Shawn 
Fleurie  '15,  who  was  excited  to 
learn  about  Lasell's  community 
engagement  when  he  arrived 
as  a  sophomore. 
At  Lasell,  he  embraced  the  idea  of 
^  giving  to  others  to  learn  about  and 
engage  with  more  of  the  world. 
The  College  has  long  helped 
r#^tudents  like  Fleurie  expand  their 
~  understanding  of  the  world 
through  involvement  in  public 
■ —  service  and  recently  received 

important  acknowledgement  of  this 
long-term  commitment  to  service. 

Last  fall,  Lasell  became  one  of  361 
colleges  and  universities  across  the 
country  to  receive  recognition  from 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Teaching  for 
its  institutional  commitment  to  ^ 
community  service  engagement. 

The  Community  Engagement 
Classification  serves  as  a  badge  of 
honor  for  colleges  like  Lasell  that 
make  service  a  priority  inside  and 
outside  of  class. 

"While  higher  education  has 
come  under  increased  scrutiny 
regarding  its  relevance  to  real 
public  concerns  and  problems," 
Vice  President  for  Academic 
Affairs  James  Ostrow  tells  Leaves, 
"Lasell  College  has  prioritized 
the  development  of  social 
awareness,  social  responsibility 
and  citizenship  at  the  heart  of  its 
educational  mission." 

Senior  Fleurie,  once  engaged  in 
community  service  at  Lasell,  was 
able  to  cultivate  his  ingrained 


values  of  service  to  others  and  jump 
into  service  activities  and  supervise 
fellow  student  tutors  in  the  America 
Reads/America  Counts  program — 
which  culminated  this  year  in  his 
appointment  as  Lasell's  AmeriCorps 
VISTA.  This  role — usually  reserved 
for  a  college  graduate — requires  a 
year-long  commitment  to  one 
service  agency. 

"My  outlook  on  life  has  chahgfed. 
You  open  up  to  people  you  may  not 
have  previously,  you  [often]  learn 
about  a  different  part  of  the 
country  in  need  and  most  of  all  you 
learn  about  yourself,"  Fleurie  adds. 
"I  would  not  be  the  same  person 
I  am  today  without  the  service 
opportunities  that  opened  up  to 
me  throughout  my  time  [at  Lasell.]" 

Fleurie  is  not  alone  in  his 
engagement  with  the  community. 

Eighty-five  percent  of  graduates 
know  exactly  what  that  means  first- 
hand because  they  have  all  had  at 
least  one  College-sponsored  service 
experience  at  Lasell — through  such

activities  as  Read  for  America  with 
the  Center  for  Community  Based 
Learning  (CCBL),  international 
service  in  such  locales  as  Mexico, 
Ecuador  or  Belize  or  local  outreach 
at  area  schools  or  public  events. 

"We  can  be  very  proud  of  the 
ways  in  which  we  reach  out  to  the 
community  and  stand  ready  to  help 
the  community  reach  in,"  says 
Sharyn  Lowenstein,  director  of  the 
CCBL,  who  submitted  the  College's 
self  study  results  for  consideration 
by  the  Carnegie  Foundation. 
"Nearly  every  college  has  as  its 
mission  one  of  social  responsibility. 
Lasell  can  proudly  say  we  are 
walking  that  talk." 

This  recognition  and  others  such 
as  the  President's  Community 
Service  Honor  Roll — which  the 
College  has  received  four  years  in 
a  row — helps  set  Lasell  apart  and 
solidify  its  mission.

world  has  watched  with  mixed  feelings

My  2013  rcseaa-h  trip  to  Syrian  refugee  camps  began  at  a 
>  ommunication  conference  in  Ireland  where  I  met  my  future  research 
partner.  Professor  Melissa  Wall  tVoni  C  alifornia  State  Uni\ersity, 
Northridge.  We  were  both  presenting  papers.  Melissa's  latest  scholarly 
niterest  is  in  Syrian  citizen  journalism.  Like  me,  she  is  interested  in 
the  refugee  crisis.  0\  er  the  next  few  months,  1  recruited  two  more 
.\mencan  academics  who  had  li\ed  in  the  region  to  join  us  on  a 
research  trip  to  Jordan. 

Through  my  research  o\cr  the  past  two  years,  I've  visited  Syrian 
refugee  camps  in  Jordan,  met  with  Jordanian  government  off  icials, 
U  nited  Nations  High  Commissioner  for  Refugees  (UNHCR) 
representatives,  nonprofit  organizations  and.  most  importantly, 
w  ith  Syrian  refugees  themselves. 

In  my  focus  on  ICTs,  I  found  that  most 
families  owned  a  cellphone  despite  not 
hav  ing  anything  close  to  a  steady 
income.  .Access  to  communication 
technologies  was  a  priority  for  them. 
Cellphones  helped  refugees  reclaim 
some  power  over  their  otherw  ise 
powerless  situation.  They  typically 
used  their  phones  to  learn  about 
family  and  friends  in  Syria,  to  verify 
information  from  official  news 
sources,  to  access  donations  from 
humanitarian  aid  organizations 
and  to  share  what  life  is  like  in  the 
camp  and  in  Amman,  Jordan's 
capital  city.  And,  when  they 
could  afford  it,  to  reminisce 
over  pre-war  times.  Often,  the  refugees 
encouraged  their  relati\  es  in  Syria  to  try  and  cross 
the  border  to  Jordan. 

1  met  families  from  different  walks  of  life:  engineers,  business 
owners,  nurses  and  teachers.  These  refugees  have  witnessed  horrific 
acts  and  have  been  in  situations  that  you  and  1  cannot  imagine.  Families 
have  been  shattered,  and  childhoods  interrupted:  most  refugees  have  left 
lov  ed  ones  behind.  All  hav  e  gone  from  being  producers  of  knowledge 
and  goods  to  being  reliant  on  UNHCR  and  the  50+  organizations  that 
work  hard  to  provide  them  w  ith  food,  shelter  and  safety. 

During  one  of  my  trips  I  spent  most  of  my  time  in  Zaatari  camp, 
home  to  over  80,000  refugees,  considered  Jordan's  fourth-largest  city. 
It  is  also  the  camp  that  receives  the  most  media  attention,  as  celebrities 
tend  to  visit  it.  Zaatari  is  surrounded  by  barbed  wire,  broken  into 
districts  and  spread  over  three  square  miles. 

By  early  2014  in  the  camp,  tents  were  replaced  by  wheel-less 
caravans,  one-room  structures  where  multi-generational  families  live 
and  sleep.  Kitchens  and  bathrooms  are  communal  which  creates  a 
challenge,  especially  for  women  and  girls  needing  to  use  them  at 
night.  Some  get  around  this  by  creating  their  own  unsanitary  space 
inside  the  caravan  to  relieve  themselves.  It  is  common  at  Zaatari  for 
men  to  pick  up  and  move  a  caravan  from  one  location  to  another  to 
be  closer  to  other  family  members. 

Water  is  scarce  inside  and  outside  the  camp.  Most  of  the  country  has 
desert-like  conditions  and  suffers  from  a  water  shortage.  In  the  camp 
there  are  schools,  mosques  and  a  shopping  street  better  known  as  the 


"Champs  Elysees."  There,  refugees  can  purchase  groceries,  shop  for  a 
pet,  buy  a  wedding  dress,  even  visit  a  salon.  Despite  being  prisoners 
to  these  confining  camp  conditions,  life  goes  on.  Many  of  the 
families  we  met  asked  if  they  could  return  to  the  United  States  with 
us  (although  they  made  it  clear  that  they  would  prefer  to  go  with 
Melissa  to  California  than  with  me  to  Massachusetts)! 

As  the  enormous  humanitarian  crisis  continues  to  evolve  in  Syria, 
similar  scenarios  are  unfolding  in  nearby  Turkey,  Lebanon,  Jordan, 
Iraq  and  Egypt — countries  hosting  an  unprecedented  3.9  million 
Syrian  refugees.  Each  of  these  host  countries  is  suffering  a  serious 
funding  gap  that  has  worrying  implications  for  stability  in  the  region. 
In  just  a  few  years,  the  population  of  Jordan  has  increased  by  10%. 
This  percentage  is  equivalent  to  the  entire  population  of  Canada 
moving  to  the  United  States.  The  Syrian  displacement  has  stressed 
the  region's  already-strained  school,  health  and  economic  systems. 

The  challenges  are  real,  severe  and  continue  to  grow.  The 
refugee  crisis  is  not  merely  a  Syrian  or  a 

Jordanian  problem;  it  is  a 
world  problem. 

My  meetings  with  Syrians 
often  ended  with  them 
saying,  "Inshallah  (by  God's 
will)  we  will  go  back  home 
soon."  Many  Syrians  have  been 
refugees  for  almost  four  years, 
and  the  truth  is  that  they  will  not 
be  going  home  for  years  to  come. 
The  Syrian  and  larger  refugee 
crises  will  get  much  worse  before 
they  get  better,  as  the  number  of 
refiagees  and  casualties  continues  to 
grow.  When  the  war  eventually 
ends,  many  Syrians  will  have  no 
home  or  job  to  return  to.  Syria  now 
has  billions  of  dollars"  worth  of  damage,  and  e.xperts  predict  that  it 
will  take  decades  to  rebuild  the  economy. 

While  public  and  private  donations  have  been  coming  into  the 
region — the  United  States  is  the  largest  donor  to  the  cause — much 
more  needs  to  be  done  by  the  major  international  players  starting  with 
resettlement  programs.  Donations  are  barely  addressing  the  short- 
term  needs  of  the  refugees.  Long-term  solutions  are  in  order. 

I  am  writing  this  article  for  Leaves  in  March  of  2015  from  Amman, 
as  I  prepare  to  meet  with  more  Syrian  refugee  families.  With  no 
political  solution  on  the  horizon,  a  more  practical  one  should  be  on 
the  table  for  these  families,  especially  for  those  who  wish  to  rebuild 
their  lives.  Refugees  should  have  the  option  to  leave  the  horrors  they 
witnessed  behind  and  look  forward  to  new  beginnings.  They  deserve 
a  second  chance  in  life.

RIDING  EAST  TO  WEST  FOR  CANCER 


Richard  Hawkes  '14  and  Katelyn  Fabri  '13  both  participated  in  Lasell's  first  service  learning  trip 
to  Uganda  in  2013.  And  this  summer,  the  two  alums  will  join  in  the  Ulman  4K  for  Cancer  cross- 
country bike  ride  fundraiser,  traveling  with  a  cohort  of  young  adults  on  a  70-day,  4,000-mile 
bike  ride  from  Baltimore  to  Seattle.  "My  grandmother  had  four  different  kinds  of  cancer  when 
she  died,"  Hawkes,  who  was  a  peer  health  educator  as  an  undergraduate,  tells  Leaves. 
"I'm  riding  to  have  a  positive  impact  on  the  lives  of  survivors  and  to  see  the  country 
the  way  it  should  be  seen."  Adds  Fabri,  "Cancer  affects  everyone  in  some  way  or

RUNNIN&WEST  TO  EAST  FOR  CANCER 


Samantha  Ross  '14,  who  was  a  Second  Step  meiltor  and  Relay  for  .Life  participant  as  a  Lasell 
undergraduate,  is  joining  30  college-aged  people-on  a  4,000-mile  run  from  San  Francisco's 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  to  New  York's  Central  Park,  al^o,  sponsored  by  the  Ulman  Cancer  Fund. 
"Our  mission,"  she  says,  "is  to  unite  communities  and  inspire  hope  towards  the  eradication 
-tfifk  of  cancer."  As  the  runners  advance  on  their  cross-country  trek,  they  will  stop  in  cities  and 
towns  along  the  way  to  visit  cancer  patients  in  hospitals,  medical  centers  and  hospices,  as 
well  as  host  cancer  education  programs.  Route  highlights  include  Napa  Valley,  Craters  of 
the  Moon  National  Monument,  the  Sand  Hills  of  Oregon,  the  Great  Lakes  and  Niagara 
Falls.  Ross  tells  Leaves  she  is  "drawing  on  the  strong  foundation  of  knowledge  and 
confidence"  she  garnered  at  Lasell  to  make  this  50-day  cancer  run  commitment. 


HEADING  SOUTH  FOR  NINOS 

After  returning  from  a  service  learning  trip  to  Coatepec,  Mexico  in  2003,  a  group  of  Lasell 
students,  working  with  Stephanie  Athey,  associate  professor  of  English  and  director  of  the 
College's  Honors  Program,  founded  Niinos  de  Veracruz.  The  501  (c)3  nonprofit  provides  modest 
scholarships,  $200  per  child,  to  deserving  sixth-graders  at  the  Jorge  Cerdan  School — enough 
money  to  move  each  young  recipient  into  seventh  grade  and  beyond.  Three  of  the  very  first 
recipients  will  graduate  from  Mexican  universities  this  year.  Samantha  LaFrance  '13  and 
Tabatha  Torres  '07  are  among  a  cadre  of  Lasell  alums  who  have  voluntarily,  and  at  their  own 
expense,  returned  to  Veracruz  post-graduation  to  stay  connected  to  the  Nihos  effort.  In 
January  2015,  the  two  graduates  joined  three  Lasell  undergraduate  interns  who  are  helping  to 
create  a  mentoring  program  for  local  sixth-to-10th  graders.  Commenting  on  her  continuing 
engagement  with  the  initiative,  LaFrance  tells  Leaves.  "I  started  out  as  an  unsuspecting  college 
student  and  am  now  a  lifelong  volunteer,  because  I  believe  in  the  cause.  Building  houses,  mixing 
cement,  cutting  cane  sugar  with  a  machete  and  moving  mounds  of  rocks  may  sound  like  hard  work,  but  in 
reality,  the  blisters  are  satisfying."  Adds  Torres,  whose  most  recent  return  to  Mexico  marked  the  10th  anniversary  of  her  first 
Coatepec  trip,  "Niiios  was  my  earliest  experience  at  being  a  part  of  something  much  greater  than  myself.  Nihos  contributed 
not  only  to  my  personal  growth,  but  to  my  professional  path  in  becoming  a  social  worker." 

Nihos  has  raised  more  than  $103,000  and  sponsored  some  300  students  since  its  inception  and,  owing  to  the  generosity 
and  vision  of  Lasell  Village  residents  Marge  and  Lasell  Trustee  Irwin  Gruverman,  Niinos  has  established  a  microcredit  fund 
that  has  circulated  more  than  $20,000  in  small,  zero-interest  loans  for  health,  business  and  shelter  throughout  this 
community  of  farmworkers.  ^

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International  Service  Opens  Students'  Eyes 


It's  infectious. 

Students  have  one  service  learning 
experience  that  is  overwhelmingly 
positive  and  then  crave  another — 
perhaps  an  international  service 
expei  ience.  This  time,  it  changes  their 
lives... and  they  want  even  more. 

And,  because  of  Lasell's  commitment 
to  service  and  civic  engagement,  they 
find  those  opportunities  all  the  time. 
Enter  Vietnam  and  Antigua — the 
College's  two  newest  international 
service  trips. 

Both  trips,  which  launched  in 
January,  expose  students  to  service 
abroad  with  the  support  of  committed 
and  creative  faculty 
who  care  about 
deepening  the 
academic  experience 
outside  of  the 
classroom. 

In  Vietnam  (far 
right),  students 
worked  with  street 
children  through 
the  Blue  Dragon 
Children's  Foundation 
while  in  Antigua 
(near  right), 
Education  majors 
taught  elementary- 
age  students,  many 
of  whom  were 
visually  impaired, 
at  the  TN  Kirnon 
School  in  St.  John's. 

"Working  with  the  rescued  children 
was  such  an  honor  and  a  privilege. 
It  amazed  me  how  they  went  through 
so  much  horror  and  still  managed  to 
put  a  smile  on  their  faces  every  day. 
They  inspired  me  so  much,"  says  senior 
Keren  Dekel,  whose  prior  service  trips 
include  Mexico  and  New  Jersey  post- 
Hurricane  Sandy. 

Assistant  Professor  of  Economics  and 
Management  Anh  Le  Iran,  who  led  the 
trip  along  with  Associate  Professor  of 
Art  and  Graphic  Design  Margo  Lemieux 
and  Associate  Professor  of  Fashion  Jill 
Carey,  says  exposure  to  the  effects  of 
poverty  and  lack  of  opportunity  for  the 
children  made  a  lasting  impression. 
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"The  trip  certainly 
enhanced  our 
students'  worldview 
and  appreciation  of 
differences,"  Tran 
tells  Leaves.  "They 
also  found  more 
strength  and 
resilience  as  they 
witnessed  how 
people  in 
unfavorable  life 
circumstances 
fought  hard  to 
make  improvements." 

In  Antigua,  Lasell  undergrads  were 
able  to  try  different  teaching 
approaches — based  on  the  special 
needs  of  some  of  the  students — and 
observe,  in  real  time,  the  impact  on 
the  classroom. 

"I  think  it  was  life-changing  and 
their  perspective  on  teaching  was 
changed,"  says  Assistant  Professor  of 
Education  Elizabeth  Hartman,  who 
arranged  the  Antigua  trip  along  with 
Gillian  Stanley,  assistant  director  of 
Graduate  Student  Services. 

Senior  Education  major  Emma 
Nuneviller,  who  experienced 
international  travel  for  the  first  time 


on  the  Antigua  trip,  changed  the  focus 
of  her  degree  upon  her  return  to 
Curriculum  and  Instruction  so  she  can 
"travel  to  other  countries  and  observe 
their  ways  of  teaching." 

"This  trip  gave  me  the  chance  to  step 
out  of  my  comfort  zone  and  gave  me 
the  confidence  that  I  needed  to 
continue  teaching  students  and 
inspiring  them  to  be  the  best  they  can 
be,"  says  Nuneviller.  "All  students 
should  get  that  chance  to  explore  other 
countries  and  cultures.  My  eyes  were 
opened  to  a  different  culture."

Robin  Sherman  first  learned  of  Lasell's 
master's  program  in  Elder  Care  Administration 
at  a  Board  of  Overseers  meeting  in  2005.

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Climate  Change:  A  Threat

Question:  What  is  the  connection  between  a  beloved 
Robert  Frost  poem,  a  parcel  of  wildlife  conservation  land 
in  rural  Vermont  and  present-day  climate  change? 


Answer:  Lasell  College 

In  1925,  Lasell  acquired  a  large  tract  of 
forest  near  the  White  River  in  Vermont. 
As  the  story  is  told  in  a  1932  Leaves  article, 
"Lasell  lacked  her  quota  of  pupils,  and  a 
certain  gentleman  lacked  the  money  to 
send  his  granddaughters  here.  A  trade  was 
arranged — land  for  education."  Following 
that  exchange,  Lasell  acquired  additional 
land  and  planned  to  engage  in  forestry 
operations  as  a  source  of  revenue. 

Millions  of  trees  were  planted.  The 
operation  was  successful,  but  the 
retirement  of  a  key  forester  in  the  1950s 
prompted  a  discussion  of  the  future  of 
the  Lasell  Forest.  Soon  after,  the  Forest  was 
gifted,  to  be  conserved,  to  both  the  State 
of  Vermont  and  the  Green  Mountain 
National  Forest. 

After  30  years  of  Lasell  stewardship, 
much  of  the  donated  land  was  annexed  to 
the  Les  Newell  Wildlife  Management  Area 
(named  for  the  forester  who  managed  the 
land)  With  parcels  fragmented  and  spread 
out  over  four  towns:  Barnard,  Bridgewater, 


Stockbridge  and  Sherburne.  This  land  is 
found  in  a  remote  area  of  Vermont  with 
thriving  wildlife.  Stands  of  hemlock, 
red  maple,  sugar  maple,  birch,  beech, 
balsam  fir  and  red  spruce  dominate  the 
landscape.  The  animal  diversity  is  also  high 
with  species  such  as  moose,  white-tailed 
deer,  bobcats,  coyotes  and  black  bears. 
The  forests  and  wetlands  support  many 
species  of  amphibians  and  a  wide  range 
of  songbirds.  Healthy  streams  run  through 
the  land  with  populations  of  brook  and 
rainbow  trout.  In  short,  it  is  pristine 
and  special. 

While  the  land  was  donated  to  the 
State  of  Vermont  for  conservation,  many 
changes  to  the  forests  and  wildlife  are 
imminent  due  to  the  threat  of  climate 
change,  which  has  already  begun  to 
impact  Northeastern  forests;  the  predicted 
changes  in  the  coming  decades  are  drastic. 
The  two  major  changes  that  models  predict 
in  the  Northeast  are  warmer  temperatures, 
particularly  in  the  winter,  and  less  frequent. 


but  more  intense  precipitation  events. 
Combined,  these  changes  will  alter  a  long 
list  of  natural  ecosystem  processes 
including  evapotranspiration,  soil 
respiration,  photosynthesis  and  nutrient 
cycling  and  disrupt  the  ecology  of  the 
entire  region. 

Every  species  has  an  optimal  range 
and  a  tolerance  range  for  precipitation 
and  temperature.  Over  the  next  50  years, 
as  temperatures  and  periods  of  drought 
increase,  we  will  see  many  changes  to 
Northeast  forests.  For  example,  spruce  and 
fir  trees  will  struggle  in  lower-elevation 
areas  such  as  the  Newell  Wildlife 
Management  Area.  Oak  trees  are  better 
competitors  in  warmer  and  drier  areas  and 
will  slowly  replace  spruce  and  fir  trees. 
Similarly,  climate  change  models  predict  a 
decline  in  the  northern  hardwood  species 
such  as  sugar  maple,  yellow  birch  and 
American  beech — species  that  help  bring 
vibrant  color  to  Vermont's  fall  foliage. 

We  can  also  expect  the  decline  of 
hemlock  stands  in  the  Northeast  as  a  result 
of  climate  change.  Hemlock  trees  are 
threatened  by  hemlock  woolly  adelgid,  an 
invasive  pest.  The  infestation,  widespread 
in  Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  is  not 
yet  severe  in  Vermont  and  New  Hampshire 
where  cold  winter  temperatures 
significantly  reduce  the  pest  population. 

As  winter  temperatures  increase,  as  is 
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predicted,  we  expect  invasive  pests  that  are 
cold-limited  to  expand  north.  The  loss  of 
hemlock  forests  raises  concern  for  other 
organisms,  as  well.  As  these  stands  die, 
hardwood  species  replace  the  declining 
hemlocks.  My  research  at  Harvard  Forest 
found  that  transpiration  rates  from 
hemlock  trees  are  nearly  half  that  of  many 
hardwood  species.  The  transition  from 
hemlock  to  hardwood  will  alter  soil 
moisture  and  flow  in  small  streams 
and  have  a  direct  impact  on  amphibian 
and  fish  populations,  including  trout. 

Wildlife  species  in  the  Northeast  will 
also  shift  as  a  result  of  climate  change. 
The  moose  population  found  in  the 
Newell  Area  will  likely  decline  as  warmer 
temperatures  begin  to  limit  the  southern 
range  of  the  species.  As  the  composition  of 
tree  species  is  predicted  to  change,  we  also 
expect  a  shift  in  bird  species  associated 
with  the  forest. 

These  are  just  a  few  examples  of 
changes  predicted  in  the  Northeastern 
forests.  While  humans  cannot  sense  a 
small  change  in  temperature,  an  annual 
change  by  just  a  few  degrees  has  a  large 
impact  on  ecosystem  processes.  These 
small  changes  set  in  motion  feedback  loops 
that  quickly  result  in  significant  alterations 
to  ecosystems. 

In  1941,  Vermont  poet  Robert  Frost 
gave  a  reading  at  Lasell.  Afterwards,  he 
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and  then-President  Guy  Winslow, 
a  Vermont  native  and  ardent  lover 
of  the  woods,  together  examined 
a  portion  of  a  witness  tree  from 
the  Lasell  Forest. 

A  year  later,  Frost's  celebrated 
volume  of  poems,  A  Witness 
Tree,  went  on  to  win  a  Pulitzer 
Prize.  Included  in  the  volume, 
"Come  In"  (see  left),  published  in 
Frost's  handwriting  for  the  first 
time  and  dedicated  to  the  Lasell 
Class  of  1941. 

Just  as  Robert  Frost  once 
found  artistic  inspiration  in  the 
Lasell  Forest,  his  poetry  lives  on 
as  a  historical  record  of  what 
once  thrived  there.  The  Newell 
Wildlife  Management  Area  will 
remain,  but  the  trees  and  wildlife 
within  will  experience  substantial 
shifts  if  the  world  does  not  act 
soon  to  reverse  the  effects  of 
climate  change.

Not  every  distinguished  scholar  of 
science  can  claim  to  have  been  a 
platoon  leader  in  the  Army.  But 
Lasell  Chemistry  Professor  Kimberly 
Farah  can.  Farah  joined  the  Lasell  faculty 
in  1993  and  was  Exercise  Physiology 
department  chair  from  1998  to  2006. 
She  is  the  current  (and  seventh)  Arnow 
Scholar,  a  three-year  rotating 
professorship  established  by  Robert 
and  Joan  Weiler  Arnow  '49  to  provide 
support  for  a  faculty  member  "whose 
commitment  to  teaching  and  personal 
interest  in  students  would  enhance  the 
learning  process  and  make  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  overall  Lasell 
community."  And  that  Farah  more  than 
does.  The  New  Jersey  native  holds  a  BS 
in  Materials  Engineering  from  Virginia 
Polytechnical  Institute  and  State 
University,  an  MSE  in  Civil  Engineering, 
an  MS  in  Pharmacy  Science  from  the 
University  of  Florida  Gainesville  and  a 
PhD  in  Chemistry  from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  Lowell.  Her  scholarly 
interests  involve  new  analytical 
techniques  for  environmental  analysis, 
toxicology,  storm  water  engineering  and 
statistical  process  control.  Additionally, 
Farah  has  published  numerous  articles  in 
scholarly  journals,  including  The  Journal 
of  Environmental  Science  and  Health, 
and  presented  papers  at  national 
meetings  of  the  American  Chemical 
Society  and  the  Society  for  Applied 
Spectroscopy.  Her  current  research 
involves  thermodynamics  of  liquid 
crystals  and  inquiry-based  learning 
in  undergraduate  science  education. 
Farah  has  been  recognized  in  Who's 
Who  of  American  Women,  Who's 
Who  in  American  Education  and  Who's 
Who  in  Science  and  Engineering.  The 
daughter  of  a  retired  chemist  and 
university  librarian,  Farah  lives  in 
Danville,  NH,  where  she  is  on  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  works  with  the  local 
conservation  commission  and  is  active 
in  the  American  Legion.  Leaves  caught 
up  with  the  Arnow  Scholar  in  her  Wass 
Hall  laboratory. 


Define  your  educational 
philosophy.  The  last  20  years  have 
seen  a  transformation  in  learning  that 
is  quite  remarkable.  Instead  of  passive 
students  who  digest  information 
delivered  by  a  professor,  students 
now  are  able,  and  indeed  expected, 
to  participate  in  their  own  learning. 
Students  now  benefit  more  fully  from 
a  collaborative  pedagogy  where  both 
the  student  and  teacher  are  engaged 
in  transforming  fact  into  knowledge 
and  thought  into  action  that  applies 
to  the  reality  of  individual  lives. 
Meaning  what,  in  practical  terms? 
I  believe  that  the  guide/instructor/ 
teacher/facilitator  must  be  sensitive 
to  the  individuality  of  all  learners, 
engaged  in  their  educational 
experience  and  in  search  of  new  and 
creative  ways  to  link  new  knowledge 
to  the  learner's  work  environment. 
Over  the  course  of  my  career,  I  have 
incorporated  group  research  projects, 
semester-long  case  studies,  mock 
crime  scene  set-ups,  "clicker" 
technology,  online  homework  and 
course  management  systems  into 
the  classroom.  Such  dialogue,  both 
internal  and  external,  encourages 
problem  solving,  critical  thinking  and 
a  movement  of  boundaries  that  can 
exist  in  perceptions  and  perspectives. 
What  scientist(s)  have 
influenced/inspired  you  most? 
My  high-school  chemistry  teacher 
was  fabulous.  I'll  never  forget  his 
"dance  of  the  electron."  And  my 
doctoral  dissertation  adviser  taught 
me  how  to  conduct  research  and 
combine  my  dual  interests  in  analytical 
and  environmental  chemistry 
What's  best  about  teaching  at 
Lasell?  The  small  class  size  allows 
me  to  really  get  to  know  my  students, 
even  mentor  some  undergraduates 
in  research  projects  that  can  result  in 
presentations  and  publications. 


Talk  about  the  impact  of  your  Arnow 
Professorship.  It's  allowing  me  the 
luxury  of  more  time  for  scholarly  work. 
I  co-authored  an  article  for  The  Journal 
of  Thermal  Analysis  and  Calorimetry 
on  the  use  of  liquid  crystals  in  teaching 
undergraduate  physics,  co-presented  a 
paper  at  an  American  Association  for 
Gerontology  in  Higher  Education's 
conference  in  Nashville,  TN,  and  am 
writing  articles  for  the  American  Journal 
of  Physics  and  The  Physics  Teacher. 
You  are  part  of  the  faculty  task  force 
charged  with  reforming  Lasell's  Core 
Curriculum.  Thoughts?  It's  been  a  great 
collegial  experience.  I'm  heading  up  the 
redesign  of  the  science  knowledge 
perspective  course,  so  that  each  course 
meets  the  core  "way  of  knowing" 
benchmark;  applying  the  process  of 
scientific  inquiry  to  comprehend  the 
natural  world,  solve  problems  and 
ultimately  communicate  results  to  others. 
What  are  your  hobbies/passions? 
I'm  passionate  about  being  outdoors. 
I  walk  every  day  (with  my  dog)  on 
conservation  land  that  abuts  my  farm 
(I  have  two  horses).  I  love  horseback 
riding,  dressage  competition,  biking, 
downhill  skiing  and  reading.  And  I  play 
the  flute  professionally  at  weddings 
and  recitals. 

What's  currently  on  your  night  table? 

Die  Again  by  Tess  Gerritsen  (whose  books 
are  the  basis  for  Rizzoli  and  Isles  TV  series 
and  touch  on  medical  forensics);  Grain 
Brain  by  neurologist  David  Perlmutter, 
about  the  pitfalls  of  gluten  in  the  diet. 
Is  a  focus  on  science  relevant  for  non- 
science  majors?  The  analytical  thinking 
skills  developed  in  science  courses  can 
be  applied  to  any  area  of  inquiry  and 
study  Additionally  there  is  a  real  need 
for  students  and  citizens  to  become 
aware  of  the  significance  of  science  in 
order  to  make  wise  decisions  both  in 
the  workplace  and  in  the  community

Paula  Panchuck  on  Living  and  Learning 


Lasell  Village  opened  in  2000  with  14  apartment  buildings  and  Paula 
Panchuck  at  the  helm  as  dean.  A  mere  six  years  later,  there  were  16 
buildings  on  the  13-acre  site.  Why  the  building  boom?  "The  growth 
was  due,  in  part,"  Panchuck  tells  Leaves,  "to  the  popularity  of  the  living  and 
learning  philosophy  that  distinguished  the  Village  from  its  counterparts. 
And  still  does."  With  the  opening  of  that  16th  building  in  2006,  Panchuck 
became  executive  director  and  dean.  And  the  rest,  as  they  say,  is  award- 
winning  history  in  the  annals  of  senior  housing  communities. 

As  Lasell  Village  marks  its  1 5th  anniversary  this  year,  Panchuck  is  retiring, 
handing  off  the  leadership  hat  she  wears  so  well.  She  leaves  the  Village 
on  strong  financial  footing  and  with  a  waiting  list  of  interested  seniors. 
Her  successor,  Anne  E.  Doyle,  began  her  tenure  in  late  March  (see  page  21). 
Leaves  sat  down  with  the  beloved  Panchuck  in  the  Village's  celebrated  Town 
Hall  dining  room — action  central  for  the  200-plus  residents  who  traverse  the 
enclosed  walkways  and  gather  there  daily  to  break  bread,  commune  and  relax. 


Where  do  you  conduct  your  non- 
Village  life?  I  was  born  and  still  live  In 
Natick,  MA.  In  30  years  of  working  in 
Newton  at  the  College  and  the  Village,  it 
sometimes  felt  like  Newton  was  home,  so 
one  of  my  retirement  goals  is  to  reconnect 
to  Natick  as  an  engaged  "townie." 
What  part  of  Italy  are  your  parents 
from?  Gino  and  Guerina  DeAngelis  lived  in 
a  tiny  village  called  San  Michele  al  Fiume  in 
the  municipality  of  Mondavio,  within  the 
Province  of  Pesaro,  in  the  Le  Marche  region 
near  Tuscany 

Have  you  visited  there?  Three  times  in 
the  last  six  years!  The  second  trip  was  just 
after  my  daughter  was  married.  We  had 
her  marriage  blessed  in  the  tiny  San 
Michele  church  where  my  parents  were 
wed,  then  hosted  a  luncheon  for  our 
dozens  of  Italian  cousins. 
Family  info?  I'm  married  to  my  college 
sweetheart  Michael  Panchuck,  whom  I  met 
in  1967  at  a  fraternity/sorority  party  at 
UMass  Amherst  and  wed  in  1 971 .  He 


retired  as  a  public  school  guidance 
counselor  a  few  years  ago  and  now  works 
for  Campus  Bound.  Our  daughter  Melissa 
is  on  staff  at  Newton's  Fessenden  School; 
her  husband  Blake  Roper  works  for  State 
Street.  They  are  the  parents  of  Sage 
Vitaliana  Hartness  Roper,  the  youngest 
member  of  our  large  Italian  family  Sage 
met  her  namesake  and  the  clan's  matriarch, 
my  late  mother's  93-year-old  sister  Vitaliana 
Pettinelli,  on  our  third  pilgrimage  to  Italy 
last  summer... beautiful!

The  amazing, 
challenging  and  satisfying  community 
experience  of  leadership  in  a  setting  where 
both  the  200  or  so  residents  whom  I 
served,  and  the  200  or  so  employees  with 
whom  I  served  them,  were  "under  the 
same  roof,"  so  to  speak,  and  part  of  my 
everyday  life.  The  sense  of  team  that  is 
possible  under  those  circumstances,  as  well 
as  the  sense  of  community  between  and 
among  staff  and  residents,  will  always  be 
unforgettable.  It  has  been  like  family! 
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Mohegan  Sun  Shines 
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Management  Department  hosted  the 
College's  first  annual  Hospitality  Day  in 
March,  featuring  leaders  from  the  hotel, 
casino  and  event  management  industry, 
including  Mohegan  Sun  CEO  Mitchell 
Etess,  who  networked  with  students. 
The  daylong  forum  was  the  brainchild  of 
undergrad  Deirdre  Duddy-Kennedy  '16. 


Anthony  Petrelis  '05,  who  last  fall 
received  the  Milken  Educator  Award 
(widely  considered  the  "Oscar  of 
Education"),  spoke  to  students  in 
February  as  part  of  an  Education 
Department  speaker  series.

Scoring  Goals... and  Reaching  GOAL 


As  a  public  school  student  in  Providence,  Rl,  Servi 
Barrientos  '15  was  among  the  first  wave  of  children 
to  benefit  from  the  services  offered  by  Project  GOAL 
(Greater  Opportunity  for  Athletes  to  Learn).  The  nonprofit's 
mission — to  provide  a  structured,  nurturing  after-school 
environment  for  underserved  Rhode  Island  youth — was  a 
perfect  fit  for  the  motivated,  athletically  talented  12-year-old 
who  thrived  on  GOAL'S  academic  tutoring  and  soccer  clinics. 

Barrientos  came  to  the  United  States  from  Guatemala  in 
2002  at  the  age  of  three.  His  father  and  stepmother  settled 
in  Providence,  where  they  live  with  his  college-age  brother; 
his  mother  still  lives  in  Guatemala,  along  with  his  five  other 
siblings  (ages  eight  through  1 5). 

Barrientos  was  the  first  Project  GOAL  student  to  graduate 
from  a  private  high  school.  Rocky  Hill  School  in  East 
Greenwich,  Rl,  where  he  played  varsity  soccer  and  holds 
the  record  for  most  goals  (52).  His  next  move  was  to 
Auburndale  and  Lasell.  "I  love  the  small  size  of  the  College 
community,  where  everyone  knows  one  another,"  he  tells 
Leaves.  "And  Connected  Learning  was  a  big  part  of  my 
decision  to  come  here." 
Connect  he  does,  both  on  and  off  the  soccer  field. 
A  Communication  major  with  a  concentration  in  Sport 
Communication,  Barrientos  is  the  Spring  201 5  director  of 


Lasell  College  Radio.  He  produces  live,  play-by-play  coverage 
of  Laser  games,  does  sideline  reporting  during  competitions 
and,  back  in  the  control  room,  edits  his  work.  "Anything  I 
need  to  do  to  help  expand  the  athletic  program"  he  says,

%asell  Helped  Me  Find  My  Voice' 


It  wasn't  until  she  returned  to  Lasell  for 
her  20th  Reunion  in  2014  that  Shirley 
Fan-Chan  appreciated  how  transformed 
the  campus — and  the  College — had  become 
since  her  1994  graduation.  And  with  that 
realization  came  a  commitment  to  "give 
back  and  help  make  the  Lasell  experience  as 
rich  for  today's  students  as  it  was  for  me." 

A  Hong  Kong  native,  Fan-Chan  was  an 
international  student  as  a  Lasell  under- 
graduate, a  self-described  "shy  young 
woman  brought  up  to  believe  my  purpose  in 
life  was  limited."  She  credits  Lasell's  small 
class  size  and  supportive  learning 
environment  with  enabling  her  "to  find  my 
voice  and  value  myself."  And  now,  two 
decades  later,  that  once-reluctant  Asian 
immigrant  is  a  committed  advocate  for  social 
change,  a  Bedford,  MA-based  wife  and 
mother  of  three  and  a  new  Lasell  overseer 
(see  page  24). 

"My  undergraduate  internship  at  Lasell 
prepared  me  well  for  my  first  job  in  the 
nonprofit  social  service  sector  at  a  domestic 
violence  agency,"  she  tells  Leaves.  After 
earning  a  BA  in  Human  Services,  cum  laude, 
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from  the  College,  Fan-Chan  went  on  to  get 
an  MA  in  Public  Affairs  from  the  McCormack 
Graduate  School  of  Policy  and  Global 
Studies  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Boston,  as  well  as  a  certificate  in  Paralegal 
Studies  from  Northeastern.  And  she  is  on 
the  advisory  council  of  the  Commonwealth 
Compact,  an  organization  that  promotes 
diversity  of  leadership  in  Massachusetts. 

Fan-Chan  has  extensive  advocacy  and 
leadership  experience  around  domestic 
violence,  immigrant,  women's  and  children's 
issues.  She  is  director  of  the  UMass  Boston 
Office  of  Urban  and  Off-Campus  Support 
Services  (aka,  U-ACCESS),  where  she  helped 
create  the  statewide  Massachusetts 
Homeless  Post-Secondary  Students  Network, 
"The  stigma  associated  with  homelessness 
causes  many  students  to  hide  their 
circumstances  from  their  peers,"  Fan-Chan 
says.  "Some  resist  financial  aid  out  of  pride, 
while  others  simply  do  not  qualify  because 
they  are  undocumented,  lack  a  co-signer  or 
have  bad  credit.  We're  there  to  help." 

In  that  spirit,  and  to  honor  "the  faculty 
and  staff  at  Lasell  who  supported  me 


unconditionally  me  when  I  needed  it  most," 
Fan-Chan  recently  established  a  Student 
Emergency  Fund  at  Lasell  to  provide  limited 
financial  assistance  to  students  who 
encounter  unanticipated  emergencies. 
Examples  of  such  emergencies,  she  explains, 
might  be  a  change  in  circumstance  due 
to  a  natural  disaster,  medical  need,  loss 
of  employment  or  change  in  domestic 
living  situation. 

"I  hope  both  my  life  experience  and 
professional  path  can  help  Lasell  students 
realize  that  no  matter  how  hard  their 
journey,"  Fan-Chan  says,  "once  they  reach 
out  to  people  who  are  willing  to  support 
them,  they  will  be  able  to  make  it.  Just 
as  I  was."

A  longtime 
resident  of  Laconia,  NH,  Milner  was  a  major 
force  in  developing  Lasell's  Nursing 
program — the  first  such  associate  degree- 
granting  nursing  program  in  Massachusetts. 

Milner  earned  a  nursing  diploma  in  1939 
from  the  Warren  Academy  School  of 


Nursing,  Charles  Choate  Memorial  Hospital 
in  her  native  Woburn,  MA  and  worked  as  a 
registered  nurse  there  from  1940-1950.  She 
went  on  to  receive  a  BS  from  the  Boston 
University  School  of  Nursing  and  an  MS 
from  BU's  School  of  Education.  She  was  on 
the  faculty  of  the  Peter  Bent  Brigham 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing  for  15  years 
prior  to  joining  Lasell — where  she  watched 
the  College's  Nursing  Program  grow  from 
an  entering  class  of  two  students  in  1954  to 
a  class  of  70  in  1978. 

Her  1979  Lasell  Medallion  citation 
emphasized  Milner's  "interest  and 
participation  in  many  Lasell  activities,  both 
'nursing  oriented'  and  'college  oriented,' 
(that)  speak  eloquently  of  her  continuing 


involvement"  with  the  school.  Before  moving 
to  Laconia  in  1 999,  Milner  volunteered  at  the 
New  England  Rehabilitation  Hospital  in 
Woburn  for  1 1  years. 

She  is  survived  by  a  foster  sister,  Patricia 
Chadwick  of  New  York,  a  niece,  two  nephews, 
cousins  and  an  extended  family  of  students 
and  friends.  "Mama  Milner"  was  beloved  by 
graduates  of  the  Lasell  Nursing  Program,  many 
of  whom  contacted  Class  Notes  upon  her 
passing  (see  above).

Overseer  Virginia  Thomas  Baxter  '39:  'A  Remarkable  Person' 


Lasell  Overseer  Emerita  Virginia  Thomas 
Baxter  '39  of  Westminster  Suncoast,  FL, 
died  on  February  1 2,  201 5  at  the  age  of  95. 

In  the  1939  Lasell  Lamp,  Virginia  Thonnas 
IS  described  as  "generous"  and  "an 
amusing  storyteller,"  two  traits  that  carried 
her  through  a  long  life.  She  was  a  loyal 
donor  to  Lasell,  a  longtime  corporator  and 
member  of  the  College's  Heritage  Society. 
Baxter  was  awarded  a  Lasell  Medallion  and  appointed  as  Overseer 
Emerita  in  2009  in  recognition  of  her  outstanding  generosity  and 
sepy/ice  to  the  College. 

She  established  the  Virginia  Thomas  Baxter  '39  Endowed 
Scholarship  in  1997  and  then  generously  augmented  its  principal 
in  honor  of  her  75th  Lasell  Reunion  in  2014.  In  addition,  Baxter 
established  a  charitable  gift  annuity  in  2001  in  response  to  the 


challenge  grant  to  Lasell  from  the  Kresge  Foundation. 

Senior  Advancement  Officer  Katharine  Urner-Jones  '83  tells 
Leaves,  "Virginia  was  a  remarkable  person  with  a  real  twinkle 
in  her  eye.  She  often  described  herself  as  a  'woman  of  positive 
action.'  I  vividly  remember  talking  to  her  after  one  of  her  many 
hospitalizations.  She  was  on  oxygen,  stuck  in  her  chair,  but 
still  actively  staffing  a  community  helpline  from  her  room! 
That  was  Virginia." 

Born  in  Boston,  Baxter  moved  to  Florida  with  her  husband 
"Arnie"  in  1969.  Their  only  child,  Thomas,  predeceased  her. 
After  her  husband's  death  in  1985,  Baxter  devoted  her  life  in 
service  to  others,  including  volunteer  work  with  her  local  hospice 
and  two  hospitals.  She  was  active  in  Good  Samaritan  Church, 
where  she  pioneered  a  youth  ministry  with  a  commitment  that 
the  institution  be  "open  and  affirming."  Thomas  is  survived  by 
two  grandchildren  and  three  great-grandchildren.

JKim  WF         President  of  her  senior 
class  at  Lasell,  where  she  graduated  with  a 
degree  in  Open  Studies,  Klingbeil  returned 
to  her  home  state  to  earn  a  BS  degree  from 
the  University  of  Michigan. 

Klingbeil  joined  the  Lasell  Board  of 
Trustees  in  the  1990s.  She  and  her 
husband,  William  Hayward  Klingbeil,  have 
been  members  of  Lasell's  Heritage  Society 
since  1997  and  overseers  since  2005,  as 
well  as  co-chairs  of  Lasell's  1 50  Campaign 
Planned  Giving  Committee.  In  addition. 
Sue  Klingbeil  initiated  and  was  the  annual 
underwriter  of  Lasell's  popular  Business 
Etiquette  event  for  graduating  seniors. 


For  her  longtime  commitment  to  her 
alma  mater,  Klingbeil  received  the  Lasell 
Medallion  at  her  60th  Reunion  in  2005.

Her  family  tells  Leaves  that  Klingbeil 
believed  the  maxim  "to  whom  much  is 
given,  much  is  expected."  In  that  spirit, 
she  lived  an  active  and  engaged  life  that 
included  chairing  Young  People's  Concerts 
with  the  Detroit  Symphony  Orchestra  and 
co-creating  the  Arts  to  the  Schools 
program  with  the  Detroit  Institute  of  Arts 
and  the  Junior  League.  Throughout  her  life, 
the  Lasell  undergraduate  known  as  "Sloe" 
played  an  active  volunteer  role  in  her  local 
community,  with  particular  interests  in  arts 


education  and  the  environment. 

Sue  Klingbeil  traveled  the  world 
with  her  husband  and  became  a 
skilled  photographer  "In  an  era 
before  most  women  worked  outside 
the  home,  Klingbeil  developed  her 
own  business  as  a  leisure  planning 
consultant,"  the  Grosse  Point  News 
wrote.  "For  more  than  30  years, 
she  matched  children  with  summer 
activities  all  over  the  globe.  She  was 
affectionately  known  in  Grosse  Point 
as  'The  Camp  Lady.'" 

Klingbeil  is  survived  by  her  husband 
of  65  years,  four  children  (William  Jr, 
Martha  Coates,  Dr  Frederick  and  Susan 
Warner),  eight  grandchildren  and  two 
great-grandsons.  A  celebration  of 
Klingbeil's  life  is  planned  for  Sunday, 
August  2,  201 5  at  the  Sequanota  Club 
in  Charlevoix,  Michigan. 


Former  Rockwell  Director,  Child  Advocate  Elaine  Cavanaugh 


It  was  commonly  held  that  Elaine 
Callahan  Cavanaugh  "never  met  a  child 
she  didn't  like,  foster  and  encourage." 
And  the  lifelong  relationships  she 
maintained  with  many  of  her  students,  as 
well  as  with  children  in  her  Auburndale, 
MA  neighborhood,  are  testament  to 
that  belief.

Both  Agnew  and  Franzone  were  chosen  to

Both  Agnew  and  Franzone  were  able  to  speak  directly 
many  of  the  national  leaders  (and  take  selfies  with  them — see 
right);  the  group  of  students  gathered  for  the  event  even 
received  a  "pep  talk"  from  President  Obama  before  he  departed 

Franzone,  awestruck  by  accessibility  to  these  high-profile 
leaders,  says  it  helped  him  focus  on  his  future  goals. 

"I  realized  I  just  did  something  millions  of  people  can  only 
dream  of,"  he  says,  adding  "this  opportunity,  supported 
by  Lasell,  has  really  helped  me  put  things  in  perspective." 


Professor  Paul  DeBole — who  also  attended 
the  ceremony  and  has  worked  on  political 
campaigns  including  that  of  Senator  John 
McCain  of  Arizona — recommended  the  students  for  selection 
by  the  EMK  Institute. 

As  a  result,  it  was  an  historic  experience  these  Lasell 
undergrads  will  never  forget. 


TK'  Koerber  Retires  from  Lasell,  Moves  to  'Boston  Office' 


Tom  (TK)  Koerber,  a  familiar  face  on  campus  for  30  years,  retired 
from  the  College  in  March.  The  director  of  Construction  Projects 
and  Lasell's  longtime  director  of  Plant  Operations  and  Public  Safety, 
Koerber  oversaw  the  construction  of  many  new  buildings  on 
campus,  including:  the  Athletic  Center;  Bragdon,  Butterworth,  Holt, 
Forest,  Rockwell,  East,  West  and  North  Halls;  the  Donahue  Center 
for  Creative  and  Applied  Arts;  and  the  Arnow  Campus  Center  and 
Courtyard.  In  addition,  he  helmed  major  renovations  of  Winslow, 
McClelland  and  Woodland  Halls;  Yamawaki  Art  and  Cultural 
Center;  Hamel  House  and  Irwin  House;  and  Valentine  Dining  Hall. 

With  minimal  funding  during  most  of  Koerber's  tenure,  "he  was 
able  to  keep  the  maintenance  of  the  campus  infrastructure  in  the 
best  possible  condition,"  Vice  President  of  Business  and  Finance 
and  CFO  Michael  Hoyle  tells  Leaves,  "leaving  the  institution  with 
less  deferred  maintenance  than  most  colleges  in  America." 

President  Michael  B.  Alexander  adds,  "Tom  Koerber  is  a  special 
individual  who  made  Lasell  his  life  and,  in  so  doing,  made  the 
College  and  the  Village  come  to  life.  His  imprint  endures  on  every 
piece  of  the  campus  infrastructure.  He  made  sure  the  physical  plant 
and  support  operations  kept  pace  during  a  period  of  incredible 
growth.  Through  it  all,  Tom  maintained  a  sense  of  humor  and  a 
broad  perspective.  He  has  been  a  pillar  of  the  Lasell  community, 
and  we  wish  him  and  his  bride  Roberta  nothing  but  happiness."
